daughter. Yesterday she read sin a r­ 
ticle in the Indianapolis Star from 
Loi Angeles, Ual., which told of 
a 
girl by the same name as her daugh­ 
ter appealing to the police to find her 
relatives. 'A message was dispatched 
to the girl a»t once and now the home 
made happy by the accidental dis­ 
covery of the long lost daughter, is 
being prepared for her homecoming. 
The story appeared in the Indiana - 
polie Star today and Mrs. McDaniel, 
over the telephone this morning, con­ 
firmed it in every detail.

Daniel said that 
Regina 
had been

Her nickname 
was “Reo,” 
which she gave in the letter received 
in Indianapolis.

From the forked limb of a tree to 
the automobile has the evolution of 
the vehicle expanded. 
For hundreds 
of years tho chariot reigned supreme, 
and, bearing a fair resemblance to it 
even in this day, crude forms of carts 
cn two wheels are to be seen in India, 
China, Ceylon, Mexico and other coun­ 
tries. In China centuries ago the mon­ 
ocycle was in great favor. 
This odd 
vehicle, much like the modem wheel­ 
barrow, Is still In general use in many 
parts of the country and is propelled 
by man power. 
Among the two wheeled vehicles in 
popular use in the Asiatic world may 
be mentioned the “ekka,” largely used 
in northern India, and the famed jin- 
riklsha of Japan. 
The Romans first 
established the use of carriages as 
private means of conveyance, and with 
them these vehicles attained a great 
variety of form as well as of orna­ 
mentation. 
In ail ages the employment of wheel­ 
ed vehicles has depended largely upon 
| the condition of the roads on which 
they were to be used, and the building 
! of great highways, such as the Appian 
| way by Claudius in S13 JL O., as well 
j as mauy others, greatly facilitated the 
development 
of 
carriage 
travelini 
among the Romans. In Rome as well 
! as in other large cities of the empire 
it became necessary to restrict travel 
in carriages to a few persons of high 
rank owing to the narrowness and 
crowded condition of the streets. For 
the same reason the transport of goods 
along the streets was forbidden be 
tween sunrise and sunset. 
For long 
Journeys and to convey parties the 
“reda” and “carruca” appear to have 
been mostly used. 
During the empire the carriage which 
appears in pictorial representations of 
public ceremonials Is the “carpentum. 
It is very light, with two wheels, some­ 
times covered and generally drawn by 
two horses. If a carriage was drawn 
by four horses they were yoked abreast 
among the Greeks and Romans, not in 
pairs, as now. From the Roman “car 
ruca” are traced the modern English 
name “carriage,” the French “car 
rosse” and the Italian “earrozza.” 
The “sirpea” was a very ancient form 
of vehicle, the body of which was of 
osier basketwork. 
It originated with 
the Gauls, by whom It was named 
“henna,” and was employed byMlK.ii, 
for the conveyance of i>ersoiis and 
goods in times of pence and baggage 
and supplies in time of war. 
On the introduction of the feudal sys 
tem throughout Europe the use of car 
riages was for some time prohibited as 
tending to render the vassals less lit 
for military service. Men of all grades 
and professions rode on horses or mules. 
Horseback was the general mode of 
traveling, and hence the members of 
the council, who at the diet and on 
other occasions were employed as am­ 
bassadors, were called “rittmeister.” 
In this manner also great lords made 
their public entry into cities. 
Covered carriages were known in the 
beginning of the fifteenth century, but 
their use was confined to ladies of the 
first rank, and it was accounted a re­ 
proach for men to ride in them. 
For 
a long time they were forbidden even 
to women, but by the end of the fif­ 
teenth century they were being em­ 
ployed by kings and princes in long

come extent at quite an early period in 
France, for there is still extant an 
ordinance of Philip the Fair, issued in 
1294, by which citizens’ wives ure pro­ 
hibited from using them. 
It appears, 
however, that about 1550 there were 
only three carriages in Paris—one be­ 
longing to the queen, another to. Diana 
of Poitiers and the third to Rene de 
Laval, a very fat nobleman who was 
unable to ride on horseback. 
The first coach in England was 
made in 1555 for the Earl of Rutland 
by Walter Rippon, who also made a 
coach in 1550 for Queen Mary and in 
1504 a state coach for Queen Elizabeth. 
By the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the use of carriages and 
couches had become so prç\ aient in 
England that in 1001 the attention of 
parliament was drawn to the subject, 
and a bill “to restrain the excessive 
use of coaches” w as introduced, which, 
however, was rejected. 
In regard to carriage construction, it 
would seem that glass windows or 
hinged and completed doors were un­ 
known prior to 1630. Public carriages 
for hire, or hackney coaches. were in­ 
troduced into London in 1025 and rap- 
! idly grew in popularity. Notwithstand- 
I ing the opposition of the king and 
court, who thought they would ruin 
the roads, they grew to number over 
300 by 16i>0. 
In Paris they were in­ 
troduced during the minority of Louis 
XIY. by Nicholas Sauvage, who lived 
In the Rue St. Martin at the sign of 
St. Fiacre, from which circumstance 
hackney carriages in Paris have since 
been called “fiacres.” 
By !®H there 
were over 700 of these conveyances in

They Crowd tho N atives Off Droadway 
and Into tl>© Side Streets. 
It has often been remarked bv vis­ 
itors from Denver and other scientific 
investigators that New York’s Broad­ 
way is apparently patronized by peo­ 
ple from all over the world except the 
native resident of New York. 
And it 
is probably true that Seattle knows 
its way about the Rialto at least 
as well as does East Seventy-second 
street, and the cabarets along the great 
white way see more money from Des 
Moines than from Amsterdam avenue. 
The fact of the matter is that the 
out of town visitor, descending upon 
the metropolis trained to the minute, 
with the express intention aud deter­ 
mination of taking in Broadway, suc­ 
ceeds largely in crowding the native 
off the walk. 
Hence it has come about that other 
New York streets which never attain 
more than a local fame have become 
pleasure grounds for the real New 
Yorker, who leaves the streets ami the 
restaurants of world reputation to the 
hordes of the invader.

Ctmnersville, a democrat, 
who was

: they were to be used, and the bnlldin 


j of great highways, such as the lAppla 
j way by Claudius in 813 B. 0., as we 
] as many others, greatly facilitated th 
development of carriage travelln 
among the Romans. In Rome as we! 
as In other large eities of the emplr 
it became necessary to restrict trave 
In carriages ,to a few persons of hlgr 
rank owing to the narrowness an 
crowded condition of the streets. Fo 
the same reason the transport of good 
along the streets was forbidden be- 
tween sunrise and sunset For Ion 
Journeys and to convey ^parties th 
"reda" and "carruca" appear to hav 
been mostly used. 


During the empire the carriage whlc! 


appears in pictorial representations o 
public ceremonials Is the "carpentum. 
It is very light, with two wheels, some- 
times covered and generally drawn b; 
two horses. If a carriage was drawr 
by four horses they were yoked abreas 
among the Greeks and Romans, not in 
pairs, as now. From the Koman "ear 
ruca" are traced the modern Englis 
name "carriage," the French "car 
rosse" and the Italian "carrozza.' 


The "sirpea" was a very ancient form 


of vehicle, the body of which was o 
osier basketwork. It originated wit 
the Gauls, by whom it was nainet 
"henna," and was employed Jtjy* 
for'. tile conveyance" of persons and 
goods In times of peace and baggage 
and supplies In time of war. 


On the introduction of the feudal sys 


tern throughout Europe the use of car 
riages was for some time prohibited ai 
tending to render the vassals less fl 
for military service. Men of all grades 
and professions rode on horses or mules 
Horsebac|c was the general mode of 
traveling,' and hence the members o: 
the council, who at the diet and ou 
other occasions wero employed as aui 
bassadors, were called 
• "rittmeister.* 


In this'manner also great lords made 
their public entry into cities. 


Covered carriages were known in the 


beginning of the fifteenth century, bu: 
their lise was confined.to ladies of the 
first rank; and" it was accounted a re- 
proach for men to ride in'them. For 
a long time they were forbidden evec 
to women, but by the .end of the fif- 
teenth century they were being em 
ployed by kings and princes in long 
journeys and later on state occasions. 


The first time that ambassadors ap- 


peared in coaches on a public officia 
occasion was at the Imperial commis- 
sion held at Erfurt in 1.GTJ. Soon after 
this coaches became common all over 
Germany, notwithstanding various or- 
ders and admonitions to deter vassals 
from using them. 


Carriages seem to have been used to 


eome extent at quite an earl}- period iu 
France, for there is still -extant au 
ordinance of Philip the Fair, issued in 
1294, by which citizens' wives are pro- 
hibited from using them. It appears, 
however, that about 1550 there were 
only three carriages in Paris—one be- 
longing to the queen, another to. Diana 
of Poitiers and the third to Rene de 
Laval, a very fat nobleman who was 
unable to ride on horseback. 


The first coach, .in England was 


mado in 1355, tor the Earl of Rutland 
by Walter Rlppon, jvho tiiso made a 
coach In 1550 for Queen Mary and in 
1564 a state coach for Queen Elizabeth: 
By the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the use of" carriages and 
coaches had become so prevalent in 
England that in. 1001 the attention of 
parliament was drawn to the subject, 
and a bill "to restrain the excessive 
use of coaches" was introduced, which, 
however, :'was'rejected.' 


.In regard to carriage construction, it 


would seem that glass windows or 


j hinged end completed doors were un- 
known prior to 1650. Public carriages 
for hire, or hackney coaches, were in- 
troduced mto London in 1625 and rap- 
Idly grew In popularity. .Notwlthstaiicl- 
Ing -the opposition of the king and 
court, who thought they would rjiln 
the roads, they grew to number over 
300 by 1650: In Paris they were in. 
troanced during the minority of Louis 
XTV. by Nicholas Snuvage, who Jived 
in tie Rue St Martin at -the Bign of 
Bt'Fiacre, tram which circumstance

In 1908 all states bordering on the 


Great Lakes were asked by the. Ohio 
legislature to contribute to a Perry 
Memorial fund. All states responded 
except Indiana and Minnesota. The 
states held Centennial celebrations 
and erected a monument to Perry, 
near Put-in-Bay, 0., overlooking the 
scene of the famous battle on Lake 
Erie. A bronze tablet to Gen. Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison was placed in 
the memorial. 


The memorial has been completes 


except for a few details and Indi-

work.

without a nomination, the accuracy

This break, .the 'first in the vote of 
any of the delegations from a county 
having a candidate, caused intense 
excitement.

and Johnson. This was 'followed by 
changes in the vote of counties hav- 
ing no candidates, resulting' in the 
nomination of Henry U. Johnson. 


Judge Forkner moved that the 


nomination be made unanimous, hum- 
orously referring to the fact that he 
seemed to have too much Lemonate 
and too many Cmlls in his delegation. 
The motion was seconded toy Judge 
Cullen, and then (followed an embar- 
rassing silence, while the convention 
•waited 'for Mr. Gregory to join in 
making the nomination unanimous. 
But he refused, and left the conven- 
tion hall denouncing in 'bitter terms 
what he designated his betrayal by 
his county. Mr. Gregory refused to 
affiliate with the republican 
party 


during that campaign.

identified with the democratic party. 
He was serving as city judge of Mun-

as a. democrat, at the time of 


his death. 


Henry U. Johnson, was elected to 


congress for several 
itcrms. Later 


the district was changed, Randolph 
and 'Delaware being added to the 
Eighth, and other counties included 
in the "Sixth. In the second congres- 
sional 
convention 
held in the dis- 


itrict after, the change, James E. Wat- 
son was nominated to succeed Mr. 
Johnson. 
After'his defeat, Johnson 


voted the democratic! ticket and used 
his tremendous energies to defealb 
the party that had honored him. 


In 1908, Mr. Watson •declined to be 


a candidate for congress, to accept 
the republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor. Since ithat the Sixth district, 
which (for many years was regarded 
as an impregnable stronghold, 
has 


been "represented by Finley Gray of 
Connersville, p. democrat, who was 
defeated^ in the last election by Judge 
Daniel W. Comstock of Richmond, 
which will, after March 4, next, give 
the district a-republican representa- 
tive.
